Identity theft a problem that won’t go away 


At a conference last Thurs¬ 
day, Edmonton Police De¬ 
tective Calvin Mah 
announced that an organ¬ 
ized group of individuals 
have been arrested for their 
involvement in large-scale 
identity theft. There were 
nine people connected to 
the scheme. 

“The arrest resulted in 
more than 90 charges total 
and a large number of those 
90 charges are global in na¬ 
ture,” said Detective Mah. 
Personal items and proper¬ 


ty, from IDs, and credit 
cards to mail and resumes 
were recovered and some of 
those items belonged to in¬ 
dividuals from as far as On¬ 
tario. 

“The investigation start¬ 
ed last year when we had a 
large number of complaints 
about mail theft,” explained 
Detective Mah. It was 
through stolen mail, mainly 
in apartment complexes, 
that these individuals were 
able to commit fraud and 
identity theft. In conjunc¬ 





tion with Canada Post, all 
EPS divisions and other po¬ 
lice agencies were able to 
identify the suspects. 

Acting Sergeant Steve 
Sharpe encourages the pub¬ 
lic to be aware and be dili¬ 
gent when checking mail to 
prevent being a victim of 
fraud and identity theft. 
Since the investigation, EPS 
noticed the number of 
fraud and theft identity 
crimes have dropped steadi¬ 
ly.

Gender benders 
raise questions 
on water quality 

O Disturbances in fish populations greater 
downstream from cities than upstream 


Alberta researchers say 
gender-bending fish swim¬ 
ming in the province’s 
southern rivers raise seri¬ 
ous questions about 
whether the water is safe 
for people to drink. 

Two University of Cal- 
gaiy professors have been 
studying how a small 
species of minnow reacts 
to a wide variety of hor¬ 
mone-altering chemicals 
detected in several rivers. 

They found sexual 
changes both in the wild 
populations of the fish and 
under controlled lab exper¬ 
iments with the same 
chemicals, said co-author

He said while it's not 
known whether the levels 
are high enough to hurt 
humans, there is a possible 
risk the chemicals could in¬ 
crease cancer rates or de¬ 
velopmental 
abnormalities. 

In some locations, fe¬ 


male fish accounted for as 
much as 90 per cent of the 
minnow population, far 
higher than the normal 55 
to 60 per cent. 

At many of the sites 
studied, male fish showed 
elevated levels of a protein 
normally high only in the 
blood of females. Other ar¬ 
eas have produced male 
fish with female eggs in 
their testes. 

Habibi and co-author 
Lee Jackson found a large 
variety of chemicals that 
affect hormones in the wa¬ 
ter. They include S 5 mthetic 
estrogens.

Database 

compiles 

oilsands 

downfalls 


A new database that com¬ 
piles thousands of govern¬ 
ment and industry records 
on Alberta’s oilsands lays 
out in painstaking detail 
how the industiy is a con¬ 
stant source of low-level 
pollution to the area’s 
land, air and water, says 
the scientist who pulled it 
all together. 

And Kevin Timoney, 
who planned to release the 
vast information trove 
publicly on Friday, says the 
records suggest the 
province isn’t doing 
enough to enforce envi¬ 
ronmental regulations. 

“You start to see hun¬ 
dreds and hundreds of fair¬ 
ly serious (emissions) well 
above the regulated guide¬ 
lines and nothing’s done,” 
said Timoney, an ecology 
consultant who has been an 
oilsands critic in the past. 

“You go and look at the 
next month and nothing’s 
done. The same pattern 
continues month in, month 
out, year in, year out.” 

Timoney spent the last 
eight months compiling 
the records from provin-

Manufacturers 
told to curb salt 


The movers and shakers of 
the health and business 
communities want to 
pinch Canadians' penchant 
for salt. 

The group, chaired by 
Health Canada, released its 
long-awaited report Thurs¬ 
day in Ottawa. Manufactur¬ 
ers are being encouraged 
to lower the sodium con¬ 
tent of their products over 
time to meet voluntaiy salt 
targets. 

The initial aim is to re¬ 
duce people's average daily 
sodium intake by about a 
third, to 2,300 milligrams, 
by 2016. 

For adults, 1,500 mil¬ 
ligrams of sodium per day 
is considered adequate. 
The group's goal of 2,300 
milligrams is considered 
the most sodium people 
should consume each day. 

But Canadians can't 
seem to shake their salt ad¬ 
diction. The average per¬ 
son consumes 3,400 
milligrams of sodium daily. 

The panel says the kind 
of reductions it is recom¬ 
mending could prevent 
heart problems and other 
ailments. 

“This strategy has the 
potential to save thousands 
of lives over the coming 
years that would otherwise 
be lost to cardiovascular 
disease, stroke and other

ailments,” said Mary 
L'Abbe, vice-chair of the 
group and a professor at 
the University of Toronto. 

Research suggests that 
reducing the amount of di- 
etaiy sodium to recom¬ 
mended levels could 
prevent premature deaths 
from heart disease and 
strokes in 30 to 40 Canadi¬ 
ans a day - saving roughly 
11,000 to 15,000 lives a 
year. 

The 25-member panel, 
chaired by Health Canada, 
included representatives 
from food manufacturing 
and the food service indus- 
tiy, health-focused organi¬ 
zations, scientists, 

consumer groups and gov¬ 
ernment. 

Health Minister Leona 
Aglukkaq, who didn't at¬ 
tend the release of the re¬ 
port, thanked the group 
for its work but wouldn't 
commit to implementing 
all of its recommendations.

Ottawa's battle to rein in 
record deficits could be 
won a full year ahead of 
schedule, says the Confer¬ 
ence Board of Canada in a 
new analysis of how the 
economic recovery is im¬ 
pacting government fi¬ 
nances.

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Surviving DC sniper opens up 


Convicted DC snipers Lee 
Boyd Malvo and John Allen 
Muhammad were sup¬ 
posed to have had help car- 
lying out their deadly 
attacks, and they may have 
been involved in more 
shootings than authorities 
suspected, according to an 
interview with actor 
William Shatner that aired 
Thursday. 

In a telephone call from 
a Virginia prison, Malvo 
told Shatner two others 
planned to help but they 
backed out and at least one 
was killed. 


Also, Neil Blumberg, a 
psychiatrist who worked 
with Malvo, said he con¬ 
fessed to at least 42 shoot¬ 
ings during the spree that 
culminated with 13 shoot¬ 
ings and 10 deaths over a 
three-week span in 2002. 

Previously, Malvo and 
Muhammad had been 
linked to as many as 27 
shootings resulting in 17 
deaths in 10 states and the 
District of Columbia. 

Malvo’s statements have 
been inconsistent in the 
past, and authorities have 
cast doubt on some of his 


reported confessions since 
he was sentenced to life in 
prison. Muhammad was ex¬ 
ecuted in Virginia last year. 

The sniper-style attacks 
all but paralyzed the na¬ 
tion’s capitol, as people 
were shot at random while 
going about their eveiyday 
life — pumping gas, bu 5 dng 
groceries, and, for one 
young boy, as he went to 
school. The shooters used a 
high-powered rifle, firing 
from a modified Chevy 
Caprice until they were 
tracked down in Maiyland.

A French woman who ad¬ 
mitted suffocating eight of 
her newborns and conceal¬ 
ing their corpses in the 
garden and garage of her 
home has been charged 
with manslaughter, a pros¬ 
ecutor said Thursday. 

Dominique Cottrez, a 
46-year-old nurse’s aide by 
profession, said that after a 
bad experience with her 
first pregnancy she never 
again wanted to see a doc¬ 
tor. She admitted deliver¬ 
ing the babies herself and 
placing the corpses in plas¬ 
tic bags. She buried two of 
the newborns in the gar¬ 
den and hid the rest of 
them in the garage, prose¬ 
cutor Eric Vaillant said. 

“She explained that she 
didn’t want any more chil¬ 
dren and that she didn’t 
want to see a doctor to 
take contraceptives,” Vail¬ 
lant told a news confer¬ 
ence. “She was perfectly 
conscious of the fact that 
she was pregnant each 
time.” 

Cottrez and her hus¬ 
band, Pierre-Marie Cottrez, 
were detained Wednesday 
after two corpses were dis¬ 
covered by the new own¬ 
ers in plastic bags in the 
garden of a house that had 
belonged to the woman’s

father in the town of 
Villers-au-Tertre in north¬ 
ern France. Under ques¬ 
tioning, the woman 
admitted that there were 
six other corpses and told 
investigators that they 
were in plastic bags in the 
garage of her home where 
they were found. 

The woman is still in de¬ 
tention and will undergo 
further psychiatric testing, 
Vaillant said. 

Her husband claimed 
that he knew nothing 
about the pregnancies of 
his wife, who is very large 
and apparently easily con¬ 
cealed her condition.

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The day that killed Hiroshima 


O Hiroshima and Nagasaki remain 
the only cities to have been 
attacked with nuclear weapons 


On Aug. 6, 1945, Noriko 
Ueda was a 13-year-old girl 
going about her daily duties 
at a printing shop in 
Hiroshima. 

Suddenly the earth 
shook. The United States 
had dropped an atomic 
bomb on the Japanese city. 

Ueda only received slight 
injuries, but she soon found 
out that her father, mother 
and sister had been buried 
under the family’s house. 

Before long over 90,000 
people — estimates range 
to over 160,000 — were 
dead, most of them from 
bums and radiation. 

Ueda’s family was lucky: 
Both her mother and father 
were able to walk. That her 
mother’s body was full of 
shards from shattered win¬ 
dows was a small concern 
as the family made its way 
past corpse after corpse, 
frying to reach safety in the 
nearby mountains. 

“1 saw a naked man who 


looked like a ghost mnning 
through he streets, but 
somehow the corpses 
didn’t bother us that 
much,” says Ueda. 

That reality was that Hi¬ 
roshima was destroyed. The 
United States under Presi¬ 
dent Harry Tmman, in an 
effort to end the Second 
World War more quickly, 
had released the most 
lethal weapon known to 
man. Three days later the 
United States dropped an 
atomic bomb on Nagasaki, 
resulting in the deaths of 
some 60,000-90,000 people. 

“The United States had 
tested bombs and knew 
what the physical impact 
would be,” explains Prince¬ 
ton history professor 
Michael Gordin. 

“But they didn’t think of 
the injuries radiation 
would cause.” 

But the U.S. succeeded its 
goal of ending the war: On 
Aug. 14, Japan capitulated.

“Initially there was al¬ 
most no negative reaction 
against the bombs,” says 
Gordin. 

Today, however, Hiroshi¬ 
ma and Nagasaki represent 
the unnecessary cruelty of 
war. 

“President Truman never 


said he regretted using 
atomic bombs, but during 
the Korean War several 
years later he chose not to 
use atomic bombs, appar¬ 
ently for moral reasons,” 
says Gordin. 

“Then, when the Soviets 
developed nuclear weap¬ 


ons, using them became 
too dangerous.” 

Ueda’s family never 
found her sister; to this day, 
they don’t know what hap¬ 
pened to her. Today, Ueda 
gives tours to school classes 
at Hiroshima’s Peace Me¬ 
morial Museum. 


“1 see myself as a v^tness 
of histoiy because I have 
the good fortune to be 
alive,” she explains.

We let private compa¬ 
nies repair our vision and 
pull our teeth. But allow 
the private sector into a 
hospital? Never! We prefer 
letting our fellow citizens 
die on a waiting list. 

The health-care system 
is cracking and throwing 
money at the problem 
won’t fix it. Competition, 
even if not a miracle solu¬ 
tion, could help. 


We can harness the 
knowledge and talent of 
our entrepreneurs, doctors 
and nurses. I say let them 
compete against each other 
in an effort to attract us in¬ 
to their hospital. 

To succeed, they’ll have 
to offer a better service, 
and control costs. Would 
this leave us with an Amer- 
ican-style health-care sys¬ 
tem? No. Rather, with one 
similar to what Europe’s so¬ 
cial-democratic countries 


enjoy. 

In Denmark, if you wait 
more than one month for 
an operation, they send 
you to a private hospital. 

In Sweden, the most effi¬ 
cient hospital, and the one 
most appreciated by 
Swedes, is listed (horror!) 
on the stock exchange. 
Swedes rich and poor get 
treated there, without pay¬ 
ing a dime out-of-pocket. 

In France, 40 per cent of 
hospitals are privately 


owned and for profit. Each 
citizen has access to these 
hospitals’ doctors and first- 
class equipment — all paid 
for by the state. 

In Belgium, the contri¬ 
bution of the private sector 
to health-care eliminated 
waiting lists. 

Imagine getting an ap¬ 
pointment and seeing a 
doctor ... the same day! 

Most importantly, eveiy- 
one is covered by some 
form of public insurance. 


Let me repeat: There is no 
two-tier health care. 

European countries have 
understood that a well-reg¬ 
ulated private sector can 
contribute to the provision 
of health care without sac¬ 
rificing universality. 

The State’s role is to en¬ 
sure universal coverage for 
its citizens, not to supply 
the service itself Local en¬ 
trepreneurs have talent 
and expertise enough to do 
that.

Avon sees 
spike in 
net income 


O Company says perfume, makeup 
were particularly strong sellers 


Stronger sales of beauty 
products and growth in Lat¬ 
in America helped Avon 
Products Inc.’s second-quar¬ 
ter net income rise as it 
shifts away from less-prof¬ 
itable categories such as 
home products. 

North American sales — 
which make up about 20 
per cent of Avon’s revenue 
— remained weak, down 
six per cent to $546.4 mil¬ 
lion, hurt by lower average 
orders and fewer independ¬ 
ent sellers recruited. 

But overall net income 
rose to $167.6 million, or 
39 cents per share. That 
compares with $82.9 mil¬ 
lion, or 19 cents per share 
last year. Excluding costs 
related to the devaluation 
of the Venezuelan curren¬ 
cy, net income totalled 48 
cents per share, compared 
with 38 cents per share last 
year. 

Revenue rose eight per 
cent to $2.68 billion from 
$2.48 billion last year. 


Global reach 


► Avon stepped up advertis¬ 
ing during the quarter, 
spending $97 million, 19 
per cent more than the pri¬ 
or year, mainly in Latin 
America. In that region, 
Avon’s largest, revenue 
rose 16 per cent to $ 1.14 
billion, helped by strength 
in Brazil and Mexico, offset 
by weakness in Venezuela.

One of the biggest surprises 
in store for moviegoers this 
summer won’t be found in 
the last few seconds of In¬ 
ception.

Theatre companies 

O Filmmaker Michael Moore to unveil plan aimed at restoring downtown 
U.S. movie theatres O Offers to provide funding for grants and training 


For generations, Ameri¬ 
cans viewed films in state¬ 
ly, single-screen theatres 
that were pillars of city 
business districts — an ex¬ 
perience that faded with 
the rise of suburban multi¬ 
plexes and the decline of 
downtowns. 

Michael Moore wants to 
bring those theatres back. 
The Academy Award-win¬ 
ning documentaiy film¬ 
maker has a plan to 
refurbish or prop up 
downtown movie houses 
in his home state of Michi¬ 
gan — and eventually na¬ 


tionwide. 

Such efforts have been 
made before. But Moore’s 
approach has a twist, mod¬ 
eled on the successful res¬ 
urrection of the State 
Theatre in Traverse Gity, 
his adopted hometown in 
northern Michigan. 

The way to rescue 
downtown movie houses, 
Moore says, is to run them 
as non-profit ventures 
staffed mostly with volun¬ 
teers. That slashes costs 
and gives the community 
a stake in the theatre’s 
survival, he says. 


Moore plans to provide 
grants and training to the¬ 
atre operators who use 
those methods. The mon¬ 
ey would come from a 
fund he’s creating with his 
rebate from a state film 
tax credit earned by pro¬ 
ducing his documentary, 
Gapitalism: A Love Stoiy, 
in Michigan. He expects 
the refund to total about 
$1 million. 

“One of our goals is to 
create an economic boost, 
particularly in struggling 
downtown areas,” he told 
The Associated Press this 


week during the annual 
Traverse Gity Film Festival, 
which he and others estab¬ 
lished six years ago. “An¬ 
other is to save the art of 
cinema and encourage 
great films to be made.”

State investigators probing 
the death of Michael Jack- 
son have decided not to file 
charges against seven doc¬ 
tors who treated him, au¬ 
thorities said Wednesday. 

The doctors were part of 
an investigation by state 
Attorney General Jeriy 
Brown’s Bureau of Narcotic 
Enforcement, spokes¬ 
woman Christine Gasparac 
said. 

One doctor whose name 


was not released has been 
referred to the California 
Medical Board for prescrib¬ 
ing drugs to a Jackson 
alias, she said. 

Candis Cohen, a board 
spokeswoman, declined to 
confirm the action, sajdng 
complaints and investiga¬ 
tions were not public 
record. 

Jackson’s personal doc¬ 
tor, Conrad Murray, has 
pleaded not guilty to 


felony involuntaiy 

manslaughter in the 
singer’s death. Authorities 
say Murray provided Jack- 
son with a mix of seda¬ 
tives, including a powerful 
anesthetic that killed him. 

Los Angeles police who 
investigated the death had 
asked state and federal in¬ 
vestigators to look into the 
prescribing practices of 
doctors who previously 
treated the 50-year-old pop 



star. 

The federal Drug En¬ 
forcement Agency has also 
stopped investigating the 
actions of any other Jack- 
son doctors, agency

Ingredients: 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) water 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) sugar 

• 10 ml (2 tsp) each cassia, 
cardamom and star anise 

• 5 peaches, washed and 
peeled (slice 4 and dice 1) 

• 4 skinless, boneless chick¬ 
en breasts 

• 8 basil leaves, washed 

• 125 g (4 oz) brie, cut into 4 
slices 

• 4 bamboo skewers, soaked 
in water 

• Salt and freshly ground 
pepper, to taste 

• You can substitute cinna¬ 
mon or nutmeg for the cas¬ 
sia and ground ginger can 
replace the cardamom. 


Now that peach season is 
in full swing, try pairing a 
few of the luscious orbs 
with grilled chicken en¬ 


hanced with slices of soft 
brie. 

Preparation: 

In a small saucepan over 
high heat, combine wa¬ 
ter and sugar. Bring to a 
boil and then simmer 
for 1 minute. Add cassia, 
cardamom, star anise 
and sliced peaches; 
bring to a boil and then 
reduce to a simmer and 
cook for another 10 
minutes. Let cool to 
room temperature, re¬ 
move spices and then 
puree mixture in 
blender until smooth. 
Stir in diced peach and 
set aside. 

2 Place chicken breasts on 
a clean work surface. Us¬ 
ing a sharp knife and fo¬ 
cusing on one breast at 
a time, cut a 7.5-cm ( 3 - 
inch) slit horizontally in¬ 


to one side of the chick¬ 
en breast to form a 
pocket. Spread about 30 
ml (2 tbsp) of the puree 
mixture in the pocket of 
each breast. Then stuff 
each breast with 2 basil 
leaves and a piece of 
brie. In horizontal and 
weaving fashion, secure 
each breast with one 
skewer, then season 
with salt and pepper. 

3 Place chicken on 

preheated grill and cook 
for 6 minutes on each 
side or until internal 
temperature registers 74 
C (165 F).

Celebrate Canada on Food Day 



In 2003, amidst the sanc¬ 
tion by the U.S. of Canada’s 
beef exports and the dra¬ 
matic hardship it imposed 
on this country’s agricul¬ 
tural community, it be¬ 
came obvious to at least 
one committed individual 
that action was needed. 

That summer, renowned 
culinary activist Anita 
Stewart of Elora, Ont., 
founded The World’s 
Longest Barbecue. Thou¬ 
sands of Canadians were 
encouraged to fire up their 
grills on the August long 
weekend and support local¬ 
ly produced foods. The 
event has continued. 

“The huge success of 
that venture has now 
evolved into Food Day, an 
annual mid-summer cele¬ 
bration when we share 
Canada’s rich culinary her¬ 
itage,” says Stewart. 

She still encourages 
Canadians to celebrate 
with friends and family 
around the barbecue on 
the Saturday of the long 
weekend, which this year 
is July 31. 

But beginning this year, 
she is also recognizing 
restaurateurs, suppliers, 
growers and farmers who 
will join citizens to show¬ 
case the depth and breadth 
of Canada as a culinary na¬ 
tion. 

A very important com¬ 
ponent of this group are 
restaurants, she says. 

“Who makes the differ¬ 
ence in Canadian cuisine?” 
Stewart asks. “Well, quite 


often the real changes start 
with the restaurants across 
the country.” 

She contacted restaura¬ 
teurs and chefs she already 
knew, and thought if she 
was lucky she would get 25 
or so to participate. 

“It became very clear 
that was not going to be 
the case. I have 134 really 
good restaurants signed 
on,” she says with pride. 

Stewart says that the es¬ 
tablishments she ap¬ 
proached and eventually 
chose “were the ones that 
walk the walk and talk the 
talk. They are the ones that 
give the diner an all-Cana¬ 
dian restaurant experi¬ 
ence.” 

Her list includes restau¬ 


rants and other food suppli¬ 
ers from all corners of 
Canada. Every province 
and one territory is repre¬ 
sented. 

For example, three 
Yukon establishments, in¬ 
cluding Klondike Kate’s 
Restaurant and Cabins in 
Dawson City, Alpine Organ¬ 
ic Bakery in Whitehorse 
and Inn on the Lake south 
of Whitehorse are on Stew¬ 
art’s radar. 

“So many food people in 
the boonies have been 
overlooked, even though 
they have been labouring 
in their own little comers 
of culinary Canada with 
such passion and utter ded¬ 
ication,” she says. 

One such eatery that is 


gamering much attention 
is RauDZ Regional Table in 
Kelowna, B.C. 

Chef Rod Butters focuses 
on local and regional ingre¬ 
dients for his restaurant’s 
eclectic menu. He feels 
strongly that the producers 
are a major force in the suc¬ 
cess of his menu. 

The focal point of the es¬ 
tablishment is a six-metre 
communal table made of 
reclaimed Midnight Heart 
pine. The whole idea is that 
friends and neighbours en¬ 
joy fresh local dishes in a 
comfortable relaxed space. 

“Our patrons have total¬ 
ly embraced regional food,” 
says Butters. 

For Food Day, he and his 
business partner, Audrey
